We publish to-day a letter which was 
presented to Sir John Walsham by 
the opium mercuants here and his 
reply thereto; from which the firms 
who addressed him will not derive 
much comfort. We are also placed in 
possession of what we believe is the 
chief part of the scheme by which it 
is intended to levy in Hongkong 
the scale of duty and lekin arranged 
under the convention of last year. The 
London Correspondent of the Japan 
Mail says that a plan bas been put for- 
ward by a very high authority indeed, 
and that it emanates from a quarter 
where there isa right to devise schemes 
for dealing with the question. The 
sketch of the plan which he gives agrees 
in its main point with what we have 
learned from well informed Chinese, 
and also with the statements in the 
letter to Sir John Walsham referring 
to the amount of lekin.and duty. The 
Londou Correspondent of our contem- 
porary says that every ounce of opium 
enteriug the harbonr of Hongkong, 
whether its ultimate destination be 
China, California, Australia, Manila or 
Hongkong itself, shall be put on board 
a Chinese bulk there, in other words, 
be put in bond, and not released until

80 compounded Iekin, arranged 
for the Chinese ports under the new 
opium convention.” To work this plan 
the Chinese say that a guild is to farm 
the opium revenue, but this we have no 
doubtisentirely anarrangement between 
the Chinese government and some of 
its own subjects. But it seems like 
touching the unclean thing for the 
English Government to become a 
party to a treaty or convention with 
China, the working of which will be 
committed by China to a guild or an in- 
dividual who will be a guild in himself, 
Of conrse, care will be taken that there 
is no official resognition of a guild, but 
the thing will be the real worker of 
the Customs at Hongkong. Aud as wo 
know that guilds in China rapidly 
destroy every trade on which they 
fasten, there may be some hope 
that their operations in Hongkong 
will have the effect of bringing the 
Chinese Government to reason, and a 
fairer rate of duty be substituted for 
that provided for last year. What 
will strike every one as manifestly 
unjust, the writer in the Japan paper 
goos on to say, is, that all opium im- 
ported into Hongkong is to pay the fall 
‘Tis. 110, no matter whether it be con- 
sumed in British territory, as in Hong- 
kong itself or in Australia, and this 
entirely for the benefit of the revenue of 
China. The answer to this given in 
London is that—“ after all, the opium, 
wherever it goes, is consumed by sub- 
jects of the Emporor of China, bat this,” 
the Correspondent goes on to remark, 
“vywonld be an equally good argument 
for establishing a branch of the Chinese 
Maritime Customs in the Thames to 
tax goods specially consumed by Chi- 
nese in the east end of London,” which 
is rather a far-fetched objection to the 
scheme. Tho high duty and lekin will 
undoubtedly do a great deal of harm 
to the Indian opium trade ; possibly it 
may bring it to a standstill; and we 
should not be surprized if the ratifica- 
tion of the contemplated agreement 
with the government of Hongkong, 
reduced the import of opium one 
half at a stroke. High daties kill 
business, and as no Bengal or Bom- 
bay merchant can foresee to what 
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extent the consumption of Indian 
opium will be affected, they may con- 
sider it prudent to suspend opera- 
tions fora while. Every one of them 
will see that while it will be the easiest 
thing in the world to put his opium 
into the Chinese hulk, it may be a 
very difficult thing to get Chinese to 
pay down in hard cash such a heavy 
addition to the cost of the drug. The 
Chinese opium dealers have not the 
same respect for the alleged rights of 
tho Chinese government as our For- 
eign Office has, and may adopt what 
is rathor a favourite method with 
them of concusssing their rulers, as, for 
instance, at the present time in the rice 
disputes at Swatow—by refusing to 
do business until they have brought 
their officials to reason. We regard 
the scheme as unworkable, and unfair 
to the Indian opium trade, which 
whether good or bad is sanctioned by 
treaty and should be dealt with reason- 
ably. It is admitted that the new lekin- 
duty tax will injare the Indian revenue ; 
it may inflict a serious blow on the 
opium trade; and if it does so the 
Chinese revenue will suffer. Tho only 
good which we could possibly derive 
from tho establishment of a Customs 
Opium-bulk in Hongkong, would be 
that all the levy there upon opium 
would flow into the Imperial treasury 
aud thus strengthen the central govern 
ment. But advantageous as this might 
be to China, and perhaps collaterally to 
foreignors, it is uncertain, whoreas it is 
certain that in some way or other the 
mandarins in the interior, wherever 
they aro not under the eyes of foreign 
authorities, will manage to impose 
squeezes, Those who have taken part 
in the proceedings in the matter 
and thos who have are abont to 
meet in Hongkong know that such a 
scheme as this must break down. They 
know this, and yet they are going to 
continue the farce; and unless the 
Hongkong community speak out against 
the new convention, the play will go on, 
the agreement will come into force in 
Hongkong, and those who sign it will 
try to make the world believe that the 
thing is not a sham,

A fow minutes after one o'clock yesterday 
morning, a collision occurred between the 
Taiwo, Oaptain Friend, and the Ningpo.

PLANS TO RAISE EXCHANGE. 

Iw the present condition of the silver 
market it is as well to note the remedies, 
whioh are intended to restore it to 
health, that may be suggested from time 
to time, OF bi-metallism, the nostram 
favoured by tho largest number of 
people, we have said enough for a 
time at loi Bat it should be borne 
in mind that it has received more sup- 
port lately, or perlaps we should say is 
said by the Leagues and Conuoils which 
maiutain aud propagate the faith, to 
have lately received the support of influ- 
ential people who were formerly opposed 
toit, Ono great wenkuess of bi-metallism 
is, as Las more thau once been pointed 
out, that no country really wants to 
establish the principle for itself. Every 
oouutry which is interested in getting 
f high price for ite silver and in main- 
staining a high soale of prices for it, 
wishes every other country to adopt 
bi-metallism, but has no honest inten- 
tion of doing so for itself, England 
would be delighted to see France, 
Italy, aud Germany resume the full 
coinage of silver, and to be assured 
the United States would continue 
their coinage of silver dollars, but Eng- 
land has not the least intention of 
adopting the double standard. Nei- 
ther bas Germany, or France, or 
Italy, and the United States would 
at once make gold their ouly standard 
of value if some other uation would 
only do the work they are attempt. 
ing aud keep up the price of siver. 
Bat besides bi-metallism many cures 
have been suggested for the recent aud 
preseut state of affairs which have 
beou received with favour by consider. 
able nambers of people more or less 
woll instructed in the currency ques- 
tion, Oue of those wae published some 
tov yoars ago, when the sales of silver 
by the German government begau 
seriously to alarm eastern merobants 
and bankers, aud was one of the few 
proposals which attracted much support. 
The author of it was a Mr. Dauiel 
of the Iudian Civil Service, and his 
plau was briefly this: That the Gov- 
ernment of India should coin a 
gold piece the exact counterpart of 
the sovereign of the British carrenoy 
ins weight and fineness of staudard; 
that this coin should be brought into 
siroulation by meaus of a levy in gold 
of some part of the taxes which are 
now paid in silver; the amount which 
could thus be converted was estimated 
say ten years since at £17,000,000. 
This Iudian Sovereign is to be a legal 
tender for all sums of Rs, 5,000 and 
upwards at the option of the payor; 
the value of the two metals to be deter- 
mined from time to time by Proclam 
tion ; the coinage of gold aud silver in 
India to be continued. Of the objec 
tions which were offered to this plan two 
have great force. Que is that anything

‘The latest scheme to raise the value 
of the rupee is printed in the last | 
number of the Bombay Gazette which | 
wo have received.

We do not know 
who the author is, but, from hie paper 
oceupyiug prominent position in our 
contemporary we take it he is a person 
of some position connected with Indi 
affairs, The paper opens thus :— 
“The whole scheme simply comprises 
the payment of interest on the Rupee 
Loans at the fixed exchange of 2s. per 
rapeo at the Bank of Engluud; bat 
the effet at the present moment, it is 
calculated, would at ouce be beneficial 
to the oredit of the Indian Government 
aud would raise the exchnuge by the 
uatural operation of au incrensed de- 
mand for investmiout in rupee paper.” 
It this suggestion were adopted, the 
author says that Iudian sect 
come into favour in Europo; ii 
of their yielding 6 por cont. to investors, 
as they now de, they would take rank 
ag the most favoured investment on 
the London market, aud, as a result of 
the Inge export of them from India 
which would at once ensue, silver would 
ito demand and exchange would 
therefore rise.

Tueee is a sanguine artiole in a recent 
number of Nature upon the proposed 
adoption by Japan of Roman letters in

in European schools, Oxygen is given 
a6 au instance of the effeot of tho new 
system now proposed. ‘The Jnpaucse 
schoolboy has been hitherto taught to 
ng0,* “the sour element,” 
in fact, just what the Ger- 
man boy is taughtalsot, ‘ho Buglish, 
Froneh, and American boy loarus the 
new Greek compound word oxygen, 
word made for the occasion, and having 
this drawbaok that perhaps nine out of 
ton recollect the word without its ety 
mology. ‘The Chinese boy is taught to 
onl it the now gas.”

in all middle-class schools throughout

Tet them begin to learn English 
early enough to receive all their 
scientific instroction in that Iangaage, 
Japanese boys thus educated would 
combine the respective excellences 
of Chinese and Wuropean training, 
and the effect would be so con+ 
vineingly beneficial that the Chinese 
nation would be compelled, though slow.

voted the large sums—about £115,000

‘This is proved by the telegrams be- 
tween the Hongkong Government and 
the Colonial Office. The history of 
what touk place is that on the Slet 
December, 1884, the Legislative Coun- 
oil passed a resolution which was em- 
hodied in a telegram to the Seoretary of 
State, the latter part of which is :—* It 
being understood that the armament to 
bo provided by the Imperial Government 
will bo of tho best aud latest pattern of 
breechsloading ordnance, capable of 
resisting attaoks by the heaviest modern 
ironclads.” The Mail is of opinion that 
if thie distinct understanding as to the 
calibre aud pattern of the guns had not 
been incorporated in the resolution, the 
vote would not have been passed ; and 
the Governor, Sir George Bowen, stated 
at the time “tbat guus had now-been 
chosen from the latest broech-loading 
pattern.” It would therefore seem that 
the Colonial authorities bad received as- 
surances from the Home authorities that 
the bargain, for so it must be regarded, 
with the Colony would be carried out. 
On the 28th January, 1885, thie reply 
to the above telegram was rec 

“ Referring to your telegram of the nd 
January, new guns are being mi 
tured at the cost of more than 
thousand pounds sterling.” “It will be 
remembered,” Sir George Bowen said, 
“that this is more than double the 
cost, £37,500, of the guus originally 
proposed for new forts at Hongkong.”

We cannot 
think that those mandarins who are 
above suspicion of being influenced by 
avything but the good of the services 
of their couutry, would be swayed by 
iusinaations from such advisers against 
their rivals; or listen to advice on 
contracts or professional matters from 
any foreigners except those in their 
own employment, or others of the very 
highest character. We have on former 
occasions given it as our opinion that 
consuls iu Chiua may forward the 
iuterests of their countrymen by in- 
troduciug them and their projects to 
Chinese officials, and we see no reason 
to change that view, although we learn 
that the consal of another power is 
himself more intimately engaged in 
commercial and financial matters than 
suits his position. Sach a course 
of conduct will lower him in the 
eyes of Chinese, and it may ensily 
place him in an unenviable position, 
one what we should regret seeing any 
foreign official in this country occupy. 
Foreign morchauts were formerly anx- 
ious to became cousula; uow it seems 
that consuls are trying to become 
merchants. But as the merchauts 
made very bad consuls, 80, it is to be 
feared, the cousuls will make bad 
merchants. At any rate, it is dan. 
gerous for the Chinese officials, as it 
would be for any oue, to deal with 
men who act in two capacities, as it 
can never be kuown where the official 
onds and the commercial man begins, 
and the Chinese might find at most 
inconvenient moments some foreign 
consul baving a say in @ contract 
which would deprive China of ber 
liberty of action in regard to it, We 
nothing of scandals that might 
arise from cousuls being interested in 
contracts, or finaucial, commercial 
or any kind of transactions with tbe 
Chinese, from which they expect to 
reosive porsoual profit. Nothing could 
be more unfortunate for all interested 
in this country, than that impression 
should get abrond amoug the Chinese, 
that officials of foreign countries were 
aoting as ageuts for professional or 
financial interests, and the mere sus- 
pioion that foreigu consuls would place 
themselves in such a position would be 
felt as a degradation by people of all 
uatioualiti 












































DEFENCES OF KUANGSI, 
A RECENT number of the Peking Gazelle 
contains a joiut-memorial from the 
Governor-General of the two Kuaug 
and the Governor of Kuangei, on the 
proposed defences on the Tongkingeso 
le of the proviuoe. It ia a very 
lengthy document, going iuto details of 
administration and defence ; but it con- 
tains interestivg information about a 
Tittle known part of the ompire and 
affairs in it. It desoribes the southern 
frat of Kuauggi as having a siuuous 























length of over 2,000 Zi, aud the number 
of etrategioal points or passes, as ori- 
ginally established, ia 109, in addition 
lo 66 guard stations. ‘These are con. 
tignons to the provinces of Languou, 
Cuobang aud ‘layéue Konang in An- 

m1, from which they are separated by 
mountains aud forests intersected by 
numerous cross roads, all uf which aro 
accessible, The road from Cbéu-nan 
Kaau to Lung-chow is the brondest aud 
most level, aud therefore Las always 
been the highway from Chiva to Anuam 
along which missions, bearers of official 
orders, and the geueral trade has pa 
From Lang-chow eastwards the river 
wideus aud there is direct access by 
boat down stream to Hsiin-chow aud 
Wa-chow, while there is a distinot roof.

expected loss of Lekin, it is requested 
that the net Customs receipts shall be 
entirely devoted to the defence fund. 
Tho lust part of the Memorial is occu- 
pied with a plan for the military re- 
organizntion of the province. It is 
stated that the fixed number of regular 
Green Standard—troops for the whole 
province is apparently 22,715, but they 
wero reduced by 10,952 in1875 & 1866 
while in 1873, 75 aud 77, 652 were 
added, they have therefore been reduced 
to little more than half their strength, 
bub nevertheless it is now proposed to 
disband three more battalions. Besides 
these there aro 20 aud more battalions 
vf ieregulurs scattered throughout the 
country and insufficient to cope with 
ordinary cases of trouble, but two 
battalions are to be abolished. Certai 
regulations of the Green Standard army 
present some difficulties in the way of 
reforming it in au instaut, and aro said 
to bo well known to His Majesty. ‘The 
pay given to ite members also stauds in 
the way of reforming it, aud for this, 
and other rensons that are mivutely 
atated, the Memorialists merely propose 
to go on with the new force recon- 
structed from the remuant of the present 
armies, and ina year or two to make 
further reports to His Majesty. If the 
new army is to be classed as “ Drilled 
Troops” it is recommended thut it be 
placed under similar regulations aud on 
the same senle of pay as the Chilli 
Drilled Troops, It will consist of 20 
battalions, aud Tis.

Specially noticeable amongst the Kiu- 
kiang teas is the absence of the objection- 
able tarry flavour ; though there are those 
tea tasters, whose opinions generally carry 
weight, who believe that in canister ¢ 
flavour, is, in many instances, being slowly 
but cortainly developed.
